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THE CENTRAL OFFICES AT NEWTON, KANSAS 


The large building at 722 Main, Newton, 
houses the various offices of the General 
Conference. The executive secretaries of the 
following Boards each have their private 
offices for consultation, interviews, and the 
regular routine work connected with the 
field of service of their respective Boards. In 
addition to this the manager of the Publica- 
tion Office, the administrative secretary or 
assistant to the general secretary of the 
Board of Missions, the assistant treasurer, 
and the secretary-treasurer of the Women’s 
Missionary Association each have an office. 
In the large open area there are also desks 


for the receptionist and the transcribing sec- 
retaries. 


These headquarters of the General Confer- 
ence may aptly be defined as the nerve 
center of the Conference at which the direc- 
tives are received from the various Boards, 
analyzed, coordinated and implemented by 
the executive secretaries, transcribed and re- 
directed to the fields of service in all parts 
of the world and translated into actual king- 
dom service for our Lord and Master for the 
salvation of souls and the building of His 
kingdom. 


THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


This board is charged with all the respon- 
sibilities of the Conference in the areas of 
missions and evangelism at home and 
abroad. The work and responsibilities of 
this board are assigned to the various sec- 
tions and committees as follows: 


1. The Section on Foreign Missions, which 
calls, sends out, and supervises the work 
of missions and of missionaries in foreign 
mission fields. 


2. The Section on Home Missions, which 
calls, sends out, and supervises the work 
of missions and of missionaries in home 
mission fields. 


3. The Committee on Church Unity promotes 
unity among member churches of the 
Conference and among branches of Men- 
nonites around the world. It also receives 


the applications from congregations and 
conferences for admission into Conference 
membership. 


4. The Committee on Evangelism promotes 
interest in and training for an effective 
Gospel witness in our churches and mis- 
sion points at home and abroad. 


0. The Committee on Mission Personnel pro- 
motes interest in and training for full- 
time Christian service in mission fields at 
home and abroad. 


6. The Committee on the Ministry is re- 
sponsible for promoting a program of 
recruiting for the ministry, for ministers’ 
scholarships, for counseling in regard to 
training, for arranging retreats for min- 
isters, and for providing an effective pro- 
gram of placement of ministers. 


THE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN SERVICE 


The Board of Christian Service came into 
being through the re-organization plan of 
the new constitution of our General Confer- 
ence. Under the broad supervision of this 
board now is combined the work of the 
former Peace Committee, the Emergency 
Relief Board, and the Board of Mutual Aid. 
These three groups, whose separate responsi- 
bilities under the old constitution had 
touched at many points, are now linked to- 
gether in such a manner that easy clear- 
ance of problems, coordination of responsi- 
bility, and cooperation in work is readily 
possible. Through this board, also, General 
Conference cooperation in the total Men- 


nonite Central Committee program is car- 
ried on. 

In order to perform its work efficiently 
the board has divided its duties among three 
committees: the Committee on Hospitals 
and Relief, on Peace and Voluntary Service, 
and on Mutual Aid. Financial contributions 
may be sent to the Conference headquarters 
preferably designated for the Board of 
Christian Service with the understanding 
that they will be properly budgeted. They 
may, however, be designated specifically for 
the Committee on Hospitals and Relief, for 
Mutual Aid, or for Peace and Voluntary 
Service. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION AND PUBLICATION 


EDITORIAL COMMITTEE 


1. To prepare materials for the S. School. 

2. To prepare materials for other depart- 
ments. 

3. To integrate the total curriculum for our 
churches. 

4, To supervise the editorial work in relation 
to our periodicals. 

5. To review manuscripts for new and help- 

ful booklets. 


PUBLISHING COMMITTEE 


1. Business Committee of the Board. Makes 
financial arrangements for the publishing 
of all our quarterlies and periodicals. 

2. Responsible for the operation of the Pub- 
lication Office and our three bookstores: 
at Newton, Berne, and Rosthern. 


EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 
COMMITTEE 


1. To coordinate the work of General Con- 
ference educational institutions. 

2. To assist in presenting their work to the 
Conference. 

3. To interpret the needs of the church to 
the schools. 


VISUAL AIDS COMMITTEE 


1. Survey the needs for audio-visual educa- 
tion. 

2. To aid in the distribution of visual mate- 
rials. 

3. To coordinate the visual aids program 
among our conference boards. 


HISTORICAL COMMITTEE 


1. To collect, preserve, and make available 
materials of historical and cultural value 
to Mennonites. 

2. To help preserve significant historical 
places, e.g. Germantown Church at Phila- 
delphia. 


CHURCH, HOME, AND 
COMMUNITY SERVICE 


1. To promote Christian education in home, 
church and community. 

2. To prepare Christian education materials 
for children, e.g. Junior C. E. and Mid- 
Week. 

3. To supervise youth work in the confer- 
ence. 

4. To promote leadership training and re- 
treats. 

5. To promote education in Mennonite prin- 
ciples. 


THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES AND FINANCE 


This board is responsible for the business 
administration of the Conference, its proper- 
ties, funds, and investments, and for the 
building and promotion of the Conference 
budget. The work of this board is divided 
up as follows: 


1. The Conference Trustees. These are the 
legal representatives of the Conference; 
they are authorized to execute all legal 
documents for the Conference, and are 
the custodians of all Conference proper- 
ties, permanent funds, etc. 


2. The Finance Committee. This committee 
is to submit and promote the annual bud- 
get; is responsible for the general treas- 
ury of the Conference, for the headquar- 
ters office, etc. 


3. The Committee on Pensions. This commit- 
tee supervises the Conference Pensions- 
and-aid system.
